Summary of reasons for decision: 

The book is deemed objectionable because it tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
children and young persons for sexual purposes. 

The book is devoted to black and white photographs of naked boys of various ages in a naturist 
setting The copyright is dated 1970. The book contains several natural, unselfconscious images 
of the boys engaging in camp activities or sporting pursuits. However a large proportion of the 
images are posed photographs that reveal the photographer's interest in naked boys rather than 
the nudist lifestyle. The material is intended for people with a sexual interest in young boys. The 
book tends to encourage this sexual interest and perpetuate the sexual exploitation of children 
and young people. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention and is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. The 






classification reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to protect its young and 
vulnerable members from sexual exploitation.
